The main street through t’’e 
park, with major entrances on 
Ramon and Sunrise Way. w ill 
be 30 feet in width, and all 
other streets w ill be 20 feet. 


W H EN TH E PROJECT is com­ 
pleted. including cost of the 
land and all improvements, the 
stockholders anticipate having 
an investment of $1000 per trail­ 
er space. 
The recreation area to be lo­ 
cated in the center of the park, 
w ill consist of a large hall, 
where dances w ill be held tw irr 
weekly, an office, stage, large 
swimming pool, store and cafe, 
manager’s quarters, and a large 
play area.
